The pre- 
sent defenceless state of Chatham dockyard has not been 
overlooked by the Commissioners, and in accordance with 
their recommendation several ii: portant works for the bet- 
ter security of that establishment are to be undertaken. As 
Chatham dockyard is only liable to an attack from the 
the land side being comparatively well defended by the for- 
tiucations and other works of defence connected with the gar- 
rison, several extensive batteries wil be erected on the eas- 
tern side, which at present is much exposed, and in a deci- 
dedly ur:protected state. As there is abundance of convict 
labour always employed in the dockyard, aud on the other 
public werks in progress, it is proposed that the conviets 
should be employed in running up a range ef batteries 
against the river front, to be mounted with long-range Arm- 
strong guns to sweep the emtrance to the port and dockyard, 
Phe value and excellence of convict labour have already 
besn proved at Chatham, by the strong sea wall which has 
been erected round St, Mury’s Island, adjoining the dock 
yard, which has been in progress the whole of the 
summer, ani is now nearly cempleted, a large tract 
of land having been recovered from the ravages of 
the sea by convict labeur alone. ‘This will also be 
mounted with guns of heavy calibre so as to guard that 
portion of the dockyard. The famous strenghold of 
Upnor Castle, on tiie opposite side of the harbour, and di- 
rectly facing Chatham Deckyard, which was erected by Queen 
Elizabeth for the defence of that establishment, has been 
allowed to fall into comparative decay, aud is now only used 
as a powder magazine. This is to be mounted with gans of 
the heaviest metal, which will be so placed aa to sweep the 
river in all directions, and if properly manned weuld com- 
pletely annihilate any hostile fleet that might succeed in 
passing the guns from the batteries at Sheerness, and also 
those to be erected midway between the two ports.

Many atimid inhabitant arose, armed, and searched 
ecry room and corner of. his house to. find 
pme wnwelcome intruder. A few dressed and began 
their daily vocations, mistaking the rattling sound 
xuich accompanied the shock to the call of their mas- 
wrs or fe'low-!abourers. One man, we are informed, scized 
ys gun, and prepared tor the worst. Some miners also 
vere at that moment at work on Grassington-moor, 60 
fithoms or 360 feet, beneath the surface, and 200 fathoms 
from the opening tothe day. Those men heard distinctly 
the noise attending the shock, and mistook it for the 
filing in of the mine. Many very amusing stories 
wight be told of the mistakes and surmises to which it 
gave rise, but the subject is tuo grave to admit of the 
vast levity. One reason why the shock was felt more 
fwrcibly in the valley of the Wharfe than in some of the 
villages south of its basin, may perhaps be attributed to 

its locality in sccondary series, for solid bodies like the 
carhoniferous limestone which here abounds, are eacclient 
vnductors of sound as well as propagators of motion.” 
There are other accounts describing the phenomena as 
having been felt at Pateley-bridge and other parts of the 
country.

John Leopold M‘Clintock, of whom Ireland might well 
be otais hn: hear.) 

n M‘Clintock here entered the meeti 
loudly cheered. i 

Mr. John Vance, M.P., said that, having been asso- 
ciated with Lord Gough and Admiral Hackett in the 
task of introducing Captain M‘Clintock to the meeting 
he wished to make a few observations before the cere- 
mony commenced. The citizens of Dublin, having been 
anxious to testify their admiration of the character and 
conduct of Captain M*Clintock, adopted the most natural 
and most eflective mode of accomplishing that object 
by meeting under the presidency of the Lord Mayor, 
and resolving tu present him with the testimony of their 
regard, and of the address which would be placed in his 
hands that day. They owed him a deep debt of grati- 
tude for the dangers and hardships he encountered, in 
order to satisfy the public mind concerning the fate of 
those brave men who had unfortunately perished in the 
cause of scientific discovery. (Hear, hear.) At the 
last meeting resolutions were proposed by some of their 
most eminent citizens, and they had theadvantage of the 
presence of the able exponent of the expedition, Professor 
Haughton, whom they should be glad would go over 
the same ground that day, but in -his absence Mr. 
George Woods Maunsell had kindly consented to give 
an historical sketch of the expedition. He (Mr. Vance) 
would not weaken the effect of the eloquent encomiums 
which had been so justly passed upon the merits of 
Captain M‘Clintock by enlarging on them on the pre- 
sent occasion, but would content himself by stating 
briefly that the people of this metropolis had a twofold 
object in the present demonstration. First, to reward 
Captain M-Clintock as far as in their power, leaving it 
to the Government to do the rest—(applause)—and, 
next, te establish the fact that if Lrishmen distinguished 
themselves as Captain M‘Clintock had done, inthe cause 
oi humanity and scientific research, the services they had 
rendered would be acknowledged, would be appreciated, 
and would be requiteu by a gratefu! country. (Applause. ) 
Mr. G. Woods Maunsell said that, in consequence of the 
illness of Professor Haughton,he had undertaken to illus- 
trate the travels of Capt. M‘Clintock. It was to be regret- 
ted that the able and eloquent gentleman who had ex- 
pounded the features of the mapofthe Arctic Archipelago 
when they last met was absent on the present occasion. 
for if ever an address fell upon the ears of a meeting, 
as if delivered by an enchanter, it was that of Professor 
Haughton, which fully expounded, geographically, geo- 
logically, and historically, all the features of the map. 
Professor Haughton had thrown into the subject al! 
the force of his great ability and learning ; and if 
he (Mr. Maunsell) could follow him with humble steps, 
it was as much as he cou!d venture to say ior himself. 
About forty years had elapsed since the region in the 
district of Lancaster Sound was a perfect blank upon 
the atlas of the world, and it was then only 
that the first effort was made, renewing a project of 
some hundreds of years old—to find out and discover 
the North West Passage, which should connect the 
waters of the Atlantic with the Pacific. ‘That book, 
which had been open for forty years,was about to be closed. 
It was not likely that the present generation would 
witness any further attempts to force that pas- 
saye, and when they came to consider the book as it 
closed, they could not but feel a mingled sentiment of 
sorrow and pride—sorrow for the brave men who had 
laid down their lives in the enterprise, and pride for 
the efforts which had been made for the discovery. 
of their fate. (Hear, hear.) [t had been justly said, and 
a work which had been published within the last few 
days, emanating from the pen of Captain M‘Clintock 
himself, aflirmed it as a fact, that the discovery of the 
North West passage was due to Sir Jolin Franklin and 
Sir John Richardson, the great scientific traveller. He 
had beautifully expressed it that they forged the 
last link of that passage with their lives. (Hear, hear.) 
Commencing with the discovery of Greenland under 
a Swedish expedition, he reviewed shorily the Arctic 
discoveries made by Davis, Hudson, Bylot, end Baffin, 
and then came to the time of Behring and Captain 
Cooke, one of the greatest naval celebrities. He was 
followed by Captain Phipps whose voyage was the most 
remarkable, having carried in his ship, as midshipman, 
the future naval hero of England, Lord Nelson. 
(Applause.) The Ltudson Bay Company subsequently dis- 
patched Mr. Heron, who mede his way down the Copper 
Mine River ; he was followed again by Mr. M‘Kenzie, an 
oflicer in the same company ; but these expeditions resulted 
in nothing. In 1835 Sir John Bourk discovered the 
Great Fish River, and the spirit of moral enterprise 
being then very great, a great anxicty was manifested 
to diseover the North West Passage. The first expe- | 
dition fitted out with this ebject was that under Sir 
John Ross; but he came to the conclusion that the 
Hudson’s Bay and Lancaster Sound were but bays 
terminated by mountains, and impenetrable for ships. 
Sir John Ross was accompanied by a man who had 
since become most cclebrated—Captain Parry. 
(Hear, hear.) He was despatched afterwards by 
the Government of the day in command of the 
Heela and Griper with the view of ascer- 
taining if a passage existed through Lancaster 
Sound. He travelled through Lancaster Sound, and 
ultimately arrived at Melville Island, where he wintered. 
It would be interesting to detail some of the events re- 
corded by Parry in his book—the ingenuity with 
which he exerted himself to make the winter endura- 
ble by his sailors, and the expedients to which he 
had to resort to keep up their health and spirits. 
Captain Parry came to the conclusion that it was 
impossible to penetrate further than Melville Island. 
We returned home, but was again despatched 
to discover a passage through Hudson's Bay, in which, 
however, he failed, being only gone as far as Repulse 
Bay. Captain Lyons, who had accompanied him, was 
next sent out in the Griper, and endeavoured to force 
his way through Sir John Ross’ Welcome, but he was 
driven back by the tides, and after one of the most fear- 


ful voyages on record, he _ returned home, 
having practically accomplished nothing. The 
Government now flagged for cighty years, and 


a law was then passed offering £20,000 to whoever 
should discover the North West Passage. Though the 
Government refused any longer to peril the lives oftheir 
sailors to discover the passage, Sir John Ross was again 
despatched at the instance and through the means of a 
private gentleman in London, and after three years, 
during which period he made discoveries of a most im- 
portant character for science, he came to the Magnetic 
Pole, where the action of the needles on the compass 
was completely neutralised. By a singular pre- 
science, as it would seem, Sir James Ross having 
arrived at that point, he got upon two capes to one 
of which he gave the name of Cape Franklin and 
to the other the name of Cape Jane Franklin, in honour 
of Sir John Franklin and his no less distinguished lady 
and widow.

“TO FRANCIS LEOPOLD M‘CLINTOCK, CAPTAIN R.N. 

“ Sin,—We, your fellow-countrymen, assembled by publie 
requisition of the Right Ilon. the Lord Mayor of the City of 
Dublin, desire to tender to you our cordial congratulations on 
your safe return to your native country, after a perilous ex- 
Fig of the Arctic Regions, as the commander of Lady 

‘ranklin’s expedition in search of her missing husband and 
his brave compauions. 

“ We desire to express our admiration of the generous mo- 
tives which prompted you to give your services in a cause so 
interesting to humanity, and so dear to the feelings of a 
noble-hearted woman. 

“Undeterred by the apparent inadequacy of the means 
placed at your disposal, so disproportioned to the difficulties 
and dangers of the enterprise ; undaunted by the unsuccessful! 
results of expeditions under the auspices of Government in 
weil-found ships, guided by experienced commanders. 

“ Yeu hare, by the energy of your character, and your 
skill as an Arctic voyager, solved a mystery in which the 
whole civilised world felt an interest, and whieh for many 
years tortured with suspense anxious and devoted hearts. 

“ You have not only succeeded in bringing home authentic 

intelligence of the fate of the gallant Franklin and his 128 
companions, 80 long the object ef national efforts, nobly 
seconded by the philanthropy ef America, but you have ac- 
complished this in a vessel of 175 tons, and with 23 officers 
aad men. 
“We should imperfectly express our sentiments if we did 
not publicly declare, with pride and pleasure, that your suc- 
cess has tended to exalt the character of your country, as 
well as that of the British Navy. 

* While the actual result ef your expedition is patent to 
the comprehension efall, we should not appreciate it as it 
deserves did we net glance at your labours and services in- 
troductory to its accomplishment. We deem it a duty to 
recognise your last Aretic expedition as the fourth in which 
vou have been engaged, the three preceding having been in 
the service of the Crewn; to call to mind that you have 
passed six winters in the Polar ice; that, during that time, 
you have travelled between five and six theusand miles on 
foot within the Arctie circle (the laborious employment of 
416 days,) ef which more than twe thousand miles have been 
in the geographical exploration of coast line; that you or- 
gauised and improved sledge travelling to such a degree as 
to enable you to extend your journey from five hundred 
miles, on your first expedition, te ene thousand four hundred 
on your third. 

“ The qualities of mind and body, the skill and science 
which have carried you triumphantly ever the diflieulti:s of 
your last and, crowning achievement, command universal 
admiration ; Wht we, your fellow-countrymen, feel called 
upon in an especial manner, to rejeice over your success, and 
to express a lope that you may long be spared te exert the 
high professional qualifications you possess still further to 
your own honour, and for the benefit of the British empire.” 

Captain M‘Clintock then came forward to address the 
meeting, and was received with loud and enthusiastic 
cheering. When silence had been restored he spoke as fol- 
lows :---“ My Lord Mayor, ladies and gentlemen, I beg 
to confess my sincere and hearty thanks to the gentle- 
man who most ably and lucidly explained to you my 
Arctic services. (lear, hear.) I have also, to tender my 
acknowledgments to you, my lord, for the very flatter- 
ing observations you have just addressed to me. 
When I look upon this numerous and brilliant assem- 
blage, I feel too overpowered to give expression to my 
thanks of acknowledgment for the place which you 
have assigned to me among the honoured names of our 
country. (Cheers.) It is quite impossible that this 
impressive and gratifying scene can be ever effaced 
from my memory, and the only excuse I can offer for 
not suitably and adequately expressing my thanks is 
that making a speech is not an Arctic accomplishment. 
(Hear, hear, and laughter). I may however, say, that 
-none but those who have been honoured by a tribute of 
public esteem similar to that contained in the address 
which has just been read can adequately realise the 
emotions of gratitude and happiness with which I re- 
ceive the hearty aud flattering congratulations now ex- 
pressed tome on my return from a polar voyage of 
unusual difficulty and peril. I am fully sensible of the 
distinguished*honour conferred by my fellow-countrymen 
in presenting me with this most complimentary address, 
and not ignorant of the cautious reserve with which 
they bestow praise on public men. I therefore the 
mére highly prize this mark of their approbation. 
You have been pleased to allude in generous terms 
to the motives which actuated me in devoting myself to 
the task of completing the “ Franklin Search.” These 
motives were twofold. First, an ardent desire to alle- 
viate the anxieties of the sorrowing relatives and friends 
to whom any certainty would have been almosta wel- 
come relief frem the dreariness of liarrowing suspense ; 
and, secondly, by obtaining a knowledge of the achieve- 
ments and sufferings of brother seamen who nobly pe- 
rished in the discharge of duty, to render full] justice to 
their hallowed memories. Feeling satisfied that this 
consummation, so earnestly and universaliy desired, was 
at length within our reach, I fregarded the fact of 


m- 


Government having relinquished the search as 
an enphatical for immediate private exertion, 
and, therefore, I most gladly at once accepted 


the proffered command. To have succeeded in the ac- 
complishment of such objects, and, moreover, to have 
established the claim of Franklin and his gallant as- 
sociates to being the earliest discoverers of the North 
West Passage, is, indeed, sufficient cause for present 

congratulation, and a rich reward for the years of toil- 
some search so forcibly and touchingly alluded to in 
your address. ‘The vigorous course of action necessary 
to effect these results could not have been sustained 
throughout so lengthened a period had there not existed 
yet another most powerful incentive. “ What will they 
say at home ?”—a question continually recur- 
ring to the minds of those who serve abroad. 
As each mind creates and follows its own model, 
so has it ever been my anxious endeavour 
toact in accordance with the wishes and examples of 
those good and great men whose modes and thought of 
action were best known to me, and whose varied excel- 
lencies combined to form my ideal of perfection of charac - 
ter. It is both a duty and a pleasure, in adverting to 
this, to state also that I have observed with pride and 
satisfaction many such men amongst the supporters of 
this address. Your careful enumeration of my Arctic 
services is a proof that you are mindful of those who 
earnestly labour in a national cause, however remote 
may be the scene of their labours, or unpretending their 
claims to public notice. A e thus regardful of 
their servants cannot fail of being faithfully served 
in return. Be assured that I would cheerfully

(Applause.) Sixteen years had elapsed 
since Sir John Frazklin and his brave companions had 
sailed to the Arctic regions. Theirs was not a mission of 
conquest ; they were not the heralds of an invading 
war; but they sailed to increase our knowledge, and 
make those magnetical calculations without which the 
smallest sailing craft in the Channel could not pursue 
its course in safety. Year ailer year passed over, 
strong men shrank from the idea of any further exer- 
tion, but the nation did not forget them, for no matter 
what party was in power, they were all anxious to 
advance this noble cause. He might be permitted 
to correct an erroneous notion which seemed to 


have gone abroad, that the Government of Lord 
Paimerston were indifferent to the importunities 
of Lady Franklin. Lord Palmerston expressed 


to her his sympathy, but regretted that, in deference to 
the opinion of those who possessed most knowledge on 
the subject, he was compelled to withhold active sup- 
port. When, however, Lady Franklin had equipped 
the Fox, Captain M‘Clintock acknowledged that the 
Government had afforded him every facility, and sup- 
plied him with everything he required from them. ( Hear.) 
Had Lady Franklin called for volunteers she would have 
received the services of thousands; bu; this would 
not answer her purpose. She needed that a head, a 
heart, and a hand, should be combined in one person—a 
head to think, a heart to throb as warmly as her own, 
and a hand to grapple and struggle with obstacles and 
difficulties. Where did she find this combination ? In 
the man whom they had assembled to honour that day 
(applause.) She found in him the union of those quali- 
ties which characterised their national emblem :— 

“ A type that blend three honest frie:ds, 

Head, heart and hand together.” 

(Loud applause.) Doctor Corrigan then proceeded to 
give a graphic description of an Arctic winter, and also 
of the hardships and sufferings endured by M‘Clintock 
andhis men. Was it to be wondered at, he said, that 
under these circumstances they were assembled to 
honour such an Lrishman, ove whose name would 
be inscribed amongst its brightest ornaments, 
and to whom they offered this tribute not 
because it was worthy of him, but because it was all 
that they had to offer? ‘Through him they tendered 
their deep sympathy to that noble woman whose name 
would ever remain an honour to her sex, as his name 
would ever remain an honour to his. (Loud applause.) 

Captain Sir John Hagan seconded the resolution, 
which was putfrom the chair, and carried unanimously, 

The Lord Mayor briefly returned thanks, 

Sir John Hagan then called íor three cheers for 
Captain M‘Clintock, which was loudly and enthusiasti- 
cally responded to. 

The proceedings then terminated. 


EARL GREY ON VOLUNTEERS. 

A meeting took place on Friday in the Riding School 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne, to inaugurate the Newcastle Vo- 
lunteer Rifle Corps. In the evening a dinner in cele- 
bration ofthe enrolment took place at the New Town 
Hail. Earl Grey, Lord Lieutenant of the county, occu- 
pied the chair. After the usual loyal toasts, Sir John 
Fife, in a highly complimentary speech, proposed the 
health of the chairman. 

Lord Grey, in responding, delivered a lengthened 
speech. He said that it appeared to him of great im- 
portance for our national safety that there should be 
efficient bodies of volunteers formed upon a very large 
scale, indeed (Aprlause.) He hoped that we should 
be able to reckon on the service of 50,000 men, and he 
should be glad if it was even double that number ; but, 
at a'levents onthe services of 50,000 men, well drilled 
and well taught the use of that formidable implement, 
the rifle, and ready. At a moment’s notice, to come for- 
ward in the defence of their freedom and of their coun- 
try. (Applause.) He knew there were some persons who 
threw cold water, at all events, if not absolute ridicule, 
upon the present movement in favour of the formation 
ot volunteer corps. He had heard it said, “What is the 
necessity for doing this? We have no near neighbours 
who can possibly attack us, except one. France, by its 
geographical position and its circumstances, is the only 
Evropean Power from which it is possible we can ap- 
prehend an attack; and with France, happily, we are 
on the best of terms. ‘The Emperor is our faithful ally; 
we have no reason whatever to be distrustful of him, and 
therefore all this labour in forming volunteer corps is 
totally uscless, and is laughed at asa panic which has 
seized on the nation.” He could not regar1it in that light. 
(Cheers). Far be it from him to impute that the Em- 
peror of the French, or the gallant nation which he go- 
verned, cherisliied hostile designs against this country ; 
and he was willing to give credit to all those assurances 
of -friendship towards England “which they were told 
were constantly repeated by that Emperor ; but, giving 
all credit to those assurances, he still said that within the 
last few years circumstances had arisen which made it 
expedient that this country should increase its means of 
defence. (Loud applause). France had always a larger 
land army than England. In France, and within afew 
days’ call—in Algeria—she had a land army three or 
four times as numerous as our own. Considering her 
position as a Continental nation—considering the unset- 
tled state of her internal affairsa—he did not think we 
had any right tobe surprised, however we might doubt 
the wisdom of the course; but we had no right to be 
surprised ut her thinking proper to keep up 
so large an army; but, added to this great superiority 
of France on land, within the last few years France had 
been making gigantic efforts to be as strong as ourselves 
at sea. (Cheers). She had been very largely increasing 
her naval force. More than that, we saw it announced 
in the French newspapers, which possessed almost a 
denifficial character, that while she was increasing her 
naval power, she was, as a part of that measure, pro- 
viding a fleet of steam transports of the largest class. 
(Hear, hear). She had also lately finished the construc- 
tion of a magnificent naval station, where these steam 
transjorts and a formidable fleet of steamers of the 
line might be assembled under the protection of almost 
impregnable fortifications, and where there were 
arrangements of the most complete and elaborate 
character for embarking in the shortest possible time

Ali the nations of Europe 
came to be afraid, as they were toa great extent at pre- 
sent, and the effect of this was, even in times of peace, 
that they had to bear in a great part the burdens and 
expenseof war. This was a monstrous evil. He wished 
to see, not only in our own country, but throughout 
Europe, the expenditure which was now thrown away 
upon preparations for war converted as far as possible 
to peaceful objects tor the general benefit of mankind. 
(Applause. ) 
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Scicrpe.---On Saturday morning, between the hours 
of nine and ten o’clock, an iron moulder, named Ste- 
phen M‘Quere, 55 years of age, residing with his son 
in Bothwell-street, was discovered by his daughter 
hanging from a post of the bed, apparently dead. Dr. 
Cassells and Dr. Fleming were immediately sent for, 
but they found that the unfortunate man had expired. 
Deceased, it is said, was much addicted to liquor, and 
had returned home on Friday evening in a state of 
intoxication. His wife died a week ago, and he had 
been out of employment for some time past. He had, 
in consequence, been somewhat depressed in spirits, 
and this is the only cause which can be ascribed for his 
self-destruction.--—-Glasgow Herald. 

German SYMPATHY ror JOHN Brown.—A meeting 
of those sympathising with John Brown was held on 
Sunday afternoon, at two o'clock, at the large ha 
the German Institute, on Vine-street, corner of Mercer- 
street, above the Canal: The hall was overorowded. 
The coloured people came in a large body with their 
banner. The tribune was decorated with black and 
white crape, and in front of it was the inscription, “ In 
memory of John Brown.” On both sides of the tri- 
bune were posted the pictures of George Washington 
and Thomas Payne, and the American flag, wrapped 


in crape, was posted behind the tribune. The meet- 
ing was called by the “Social Working Men’s 
Association.” Mr. Seipel presided. The speakers 


were Messrs. August Willich, editor of the Repudlicaner ; 
the Rev. M. D. Conway, Peter H. Clark (coloured), 
Y. Montaldo, a Spaniard, who spoke in French, and B. 
Fromm. The speeches were loudly applauded, and the 
resolutions adopted unanimously, and by acclamation, 
after which the meeting adjourned. “‘ Resolved—That 
this meeting declares its unqualified admiration 
approval of the motives of old John Brown’s act. Re- 
solved—That these motives do equal honour to his man- 
hood and his love of freedom, and show clearly the 
sense of duty under which he was ever ready to live and 
die. Resolved—That the institution of slavery, in con- 
flict with which John Brown offered up his life, never 
had, has not now, and never can have, any foundation 
in justice, but is only the result of force and of fraud ; 
differing in no respect of principle from the early 
bondage of Western Europe, or from the serfdom of Rus- 
sia, which are condemned by the voice of history as 
crimes against human nature. Resolved,—That the 
principle of slavery stands in such irreconcilable con- 
flict, not only with the principle of the Republic, but 
also with the cause for which the fathers of the Repub-

At the same time 
nothing would surprise me less than to see a repudiation 
of the pamphlet in the Moniteur. It would be quite 
consistent with the character of the author of the letter 
to Edgar Ney, which has brought forth no fruit in ten 
long years, that the pamphlet should be officially denied 
to have any official origin. It may please the Emperor 
to let the world know indirectly what are his private 
opinions as an individual without choosing to be bound 
to act upon those opinions asa sovereign.

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

Piymoers, Saturpay.—The Cape of Good Hope 
mail steomer Athens, Captain Strutt, arrived here this 
morning from the Cape of Good Hope. Her dates are 
—Cape of Good Hope, November 20; St. Helena, 28 ; 
and Ascension, December 2. She brings passengers, 
mails, £2,078 iu specie, wine, elephant tusks, wool, 
ostrich feathers, copper ore, &c.

In consequence of the loss and obstruction caused by 
the late drought, money was scarce. <A body of “nav- 
vies” had arrived for the railway, the construction of 
which was being pushed on with vigour. Nothing 
beyond the usual roytine had occurred in the proceed- 
ings ot Government during the month. Seven hundred 
pounds has been subscribed towards the erection of a 
statute in honour of Sir George Grey. 
The Cape Town Mail says :— 
“ The friends of the Cape in England, and all who 
take an interest in the progress of South Africa through - 
out the world, will be prepared to hear that the intelli- 
gence received by the last mail of the re-appointment 
of Sir George Grev, has called forth a burst of univer- 
sal rejoicing both within and beyond the colony. 
Everywhere this wild and noble concession to the feel- 
ings and wishes of a whole people has excited but one 
common sentiment of gratitude, and renewed confidence 
in the favourable disposition of her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment towards the people of this country. Some change 
had taken place in the department of Public Education, 
by the retirement, after long service, of Dr. I:nes, and 
the appointment of Dr. Dale to the office of superintend- 
ent-General.”’ 
The Commercial Advertiser says :— 
“On the frontier, and also at this end of the colony, 
copious rains set in about the middle of October, and 
have continued at intervals ever since, The great 
difficulties attending inland transport in the interior 
districts have as yet, however, scarcely been lessened by 
the improvement in the yield.

Immediately on the receipt of this news, the brokers, 
Messrs. Griersonjand Tw e, of Prince’s-street, who 
had chartered the ship, compared the marks and num- 
bers of the cases with the vessel’s manifest; and it was 
at once seen that the whole of the wrecked property 
formed portion of the cargo of the Blervie Castle, and 
the fact was apparent that she must have gone to pieces, | 
as the four barrels marked “ Booth, London,” which had 
been landed at Calais, were known by the clerk to have 
been stowed at the bottom of the hold of the ill-fated 


ship. 

The Blervie Castle was one of the fleet of Messrs. 
Duncan Dunbar, of Limehouse. She was a very fine 
ship, 610 tons register, almost new, having only been 
built two years ago, and was closed at Lloyd’s A 
1, 12 years, She had very superior passenger accom- 
modation, and was chartered by Messrs. Grierson and 
Tweedale, and laid on for Adelaide. She loaded in the 
London Docks, and about 40 passengers had taken 
berths in her to proceed to the colony. Twenty-two 
joined her when she left the river, and the remainder in- 
tended to go on board at Plymouth, where the ship had 
to.put in. She carried a crew of 34 hands, including 
the officers, and had a valuable cargo of merchandise, 
with some live stock on deck. The Channel pilot took 
charge of her when she sailed from Gravesend on the 
15th inst., and proceeded through the Downs with her 
and left her off Dover on Sunday evening, when all ap- 
peared well with her, and she had a fair wind for her, 
course down Channel. It was expected that she would 
reach Plymouth about Tuesday or Wednesday, but 
nothing more was heard of her. Towards the close of 
Tuesday the wind shifted to the north-north-west and 
blew a terrific gale, with heavy snow, the pilots who 
were out describing it as an awful night. 

It is supposed that the ship must have got some dis- 
tance down Channel when she encountered the gale, 
and whether Captain M‘Hardy, who bears a high 
character for skilful seamanship, attempted to run back 
or hold on by beating about, and was driven back by 
the force of the tempest, is amatter of conjectura It 
is quite evident that the ship got back to the Eastward 
of Dungeness in the more narrow portion of the Chan- 
nel, where both the English and French coasts are most 
prominently lighted, and when seen give a ship her 
immediate position. It is therefore exceedingly probable 
that the dense snow which fell during the night entirely 
shut out these beacons from view, and that Captain 
M‘Hardy was not aware of his situation, It is thought 
that she was lost either on the Varne or the Ridge, two 
shoals which stand in the centre of the Channel almost 
in aline with Folkestone and Cape Grinez. The Varne 
extends some four or five miles in length, extremely 
narrow, and has not more than a fathom and a-half upon 
it at low water, while all round it are soundings at 12 
and 17 fathoms. The Ridge is near to the French coast, 
a long and narrow shoal, and, like the Varne, has deep 
water roundit. The general impression is that the ship 
struck upon one of these shoals, and, after heavy beat- 
ing, went to pieces; and, sliding off, sunk in deep water. 
It may be stated that she was fitted with ample boats 
to save all *ands, but in such a sea as prevailed that 
night it is very doubtful whether they could have out- 
lived it. : 

Since the communications that have come to hand 
from Calais and Dunkirk it has been ascertained that 
several luggers have reached Ramsgate, Dover, and 
Folkestone with portions of the cargo of the Blervie 
Castle; some of it was picked up in the course of Thurs- 
day as far to the eastward as the Galloper Light off 
Harwick.

James Williams managed to crawl back to his 
master’s, where his wounds were dressed, and he at pre- 
sent is going on as well as can be expected, the wounds 
inflicted being of a very serious nature. About eight 
o’clock the same night the prisoner, John Williams, was 
apprehended in bed, considerable difficulty having been 
experienced by the police in getting into the house. In 
one of Williams’ pockets was found a double-bladed 
pocket knife, the large blade having blood upon it up to 
the very hilt. His trousers and waistcoat were also 
stained with blood. The prisoner has been remanded to 
Thursday next. The attack is attributed to revenge, 
the prisoner having been prosecuted for bigamy in 
marrying the old man’s daughter.—Manchester Guar- 
dian, 


Inquest.—On Saturday evening last, Mr. Jackson, 
coroner, held an inquest at the Carrickfergus Junction 
of the Belfast and Ballymena Railway, on the body of 
Thomas Higgins, a railway porter, who had died that 
morning from, as was supposed, injuries he had received 
on Thursday last, by a rope attached to some carriages, 
and an engine pressing against hisabdomen. Dr. Tag- 
gart, of Carrickfergus, who had been in attendance on 
deceased, deposed that death had been caused by a com- 
bination of heart and kidney disease, and that it was his 
opinion that death had been accelerated by the shock 
which deceased had received at the time that the rope 
had pressed against him—not that the mere pressing of 
the rope against deceased had caused death. ‘There 

evidence to show that no person in the matter of the 
accident was to blame, the jury returned a verdict in 
accordance with the testimony of the doctor.—Belfast 
Mercury,
